PANIC LEGISLATION. 


Ove of our special cablegrams yesterday 
reported that the Committee of the 
Anvwriean House of Representatives, 
which had been considering suggested 
legislation intended io allay panic in 
time of financial stress, had followed up 
its rejection of the remedy proposed by 
Mr Aldrich, Seeretary of the American 
Treasury, by shelving another proposal 
put forward as asubstitute, We learnt, 
howeter, that theCommittee had report- 
ed favourably upon Representative 
Fowler's currency bill. In view of the 
wide-spread effect of financial crises 
such as that recently experienced in 
America, which, happily, asis shown by 
the comniencement of a flow of: gold 
back to Europe, bas run its course, it is 
no matter for suprise that Governments 
should consider the expediency of desigat» 
ing legislation to relieve financial pres- 
sure when it threatens to become 
heavier than private institutions can 
withstand. ‘This was the object. that; 
Mr Aldrich bat in’ view when he 
made an issue of public bonds dur- 
ing the recent panic. The Committee 
of Representatives has, however, taken 
what seems to us the much sounder view 
thatit is better to prevent than to cure. 
Tf, 9s seems to have been the case, the 
receat crisis was due to the faultiness of 
the American banking laws and other 
legislation dealing .with financial in- 
stitutions, ** is obviously the duty of 
Parliament to atrike at the root of the 
evil, The Fowler bill designs to extin- 
quith the present United States notes:
